that another reason, and a_ vital 
one, Sir, was that this Government 
had allowed this Minister of Agri- 
culture to chase economic rainbows 
for the past eight years. 


Now to take another department, 
Mr. Speaker, and he was glad to see 
Sir, that the Attorney General was 
in the House, for the department of 
that Minister now contributes over 
$2,000,000 a year to the general rey- 
nue of the province over anu above 
costs of law administration, al- 
though these, too. Sir, were higher 
per capita for Alberta than for any 
other province in Canada, 

The Minister wished imformation., 
Was the member commending or 
kicking that his department showed 
a profit of $2,000,000? The member 
would be glad to commend, where 
commendation was possible, but, 
Sir, when he saw the much vaunted 
provincial police re-arrangement 
Was saving only $10,000 a year, when 
by following Saskatchewan's lead 
and letting the mounted police en- 
force the law, over $200,000 a year 
could be saved. he cou'a not hand 
out any bouquets, Mr. Speaker. 

Could the member give une At- 
torney General any assurance that 
Saskatchewan had accepted this of- 
fer? The member could not, but he 
could give the Minister this assur- 
ance, that if the mounted police 
could give the people an efficient 
law administration—and he believed 
they could, Mr. Speaker-——for $220,- 
000, when it was now costing over 
$400,900, there was no need to wait 
for Saskatchewan. We could act 
for ourselves, Sir. 


Then the Calgary member swung 
his guns on to the department of 
education and ministerial pencils 
scratched as he sprayed them with 
figures. The University of Alberta, 
Sir, was costing this province over 
$700,000 a year, and the member 
would ask this government, Sir, 
and this Minister if they were sat- 
isfied with the way that institution 
was being conducted, and that they 
were getting full value for this 
money, and he would warn them, 
Mr. Speaker, that many people were 
of the opinion that they have built 
up an institution far in advance of 
the requirements of the province. 
The member had no quarrel with 
higher education, Sir. It was a great 
thing, and a good thing, if you 
could afford it, but here, Sir, the 
people of this province were being 
taxed $600 per pupil per year for 
the University, while in the primary 
schools the grants were only $8.36 
per pupil, Why, Mr. Speaker, tt 
would pay the province to send the 
university pupi's to Universities in 
the East, and pay their expenses 
and Sir, The province would 
be money ahead. 

And the Department of Public 
works, Mr, Speaker. The member 
had been looking over the estimates 
and he found extravagance, Sir, 
and many places where the over- 
head was not justified. The member 
was not one of those advocating a 
huge highway development plan, 
Mr, Speaker, but surely, Sir, we 
could keep step with the rest of 
Canada in this respect when our 
revenues were so high? And yet we 
spend only 84 cents per capita on 
highways, less than Saskatchewan, 
or British Columbia, or Quebec, Sir. 
And still there was money to waste 
in other branches, 

And speaking of economy, Mr. 
Speaker, let it begin at home. Mem- 
bers in the House could forego $500 
each from their indemnity, Sir. The 
group leaders could forego the $2,400 
special indemnity. If each minister 
and Mr, Speaker, and the deputy 
speaker, would take a cut it would 
give a lead in the right direction, 
Sir, and would no doubt result in 
the saving of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in all departments of the 
government without injuring effici- 
ency in any way. 

This budget showed $215,107 for 
travelling expenses, Mr, Speaker, 
and this does not include the tele- 
phone, liquor enforcement, or other 
departments. It showed also, Sir, 
deplorable over-estimation of rey 
enues in several departments which 
were not justifiea, and Mr. Web- 
ster's experience, Mr. Speaker, was 
that over-estimates of revenues are 
the refuges of men who can't hold 
down their expenditures. It is the 
most dangerous thing « rovern~went 
can resort to, Sir, It leads te defie- 
iis, which mean liereased borrow wag 
on capital account to pay for cur- 
rent expenses, a most dangerous and 
pernicious proceeding, Mr, Speaker. 


Again the Minister of Agriculture 
asked if reference was being made 
to 1921, The Calgary member had 
no defence to make of any govern- 
ment that had ever over-estimated 
its revenues, but if » government in 
the past bad done this, Sir, there 
Was no reason for this government, 


with higher revenues, to do like- 
wise, rather, Sir, with that example 


before it, it should reverse the pro- 
ceeding, And these over-estimates 
had been the cause of special war-

correctly, 

It was an uncomfortable speech 
for the ministers to listen to, and 
it ended on a promise of more along 
the same lines when the estimates 
were brought down. Incidentally it 
lengthened the debate, for minis- 
ters who had not intended to speak 
took many notes when their de- 
partinents were under fire, and will 
now be heard from. 


And more was to come. A. A. Me- 
Gillivray, K.C., leader of the Con- 
servative opposition iid a few words 
to say, and he said them. Untram- 
melled and unburdened with sins of 
commission or omission of past 
administrations, he cared not for 
governments of the past. It was the 
position of the present that counted 
Mr. Speaker, and he found that in 
the last six years over $30,000,000 
had been added to the bonded in- 
debtedness of the province, Mr. 
Speaker. No amount of throwing 
the blame back and forth will asst 
in coping with this flood of debt 
which is going to enguit us, our. 
The financial! eondition is an appal- 
ling one, and thoughtful people 
would not view this increase of 
$5,000,000 a year with complacency 
It is true the railways were largely 
responsible, but he had advised this 
government to get out of the rail- 
road business, Mr. Speaker, and he 
was pleased to note that there had 
followed «a complete somersault in 
the government attitude toward 
dealing with the transcontisentals. 

Hon. Mr. Hoadley woud not 
agree. It was the railways who hed 
somersaulted, and the peerless lead- 


er waxed slightly satirical 
“Ah, yes, Mr. Speaker. The min- 
ister of agriculture must always 


have his little joke, which perhaps 
accounts for his introduction of the 
Sterilization bill in this House.” 

People, people, and more people, 
for Alberta was tue Conseryaure 
panacea for present conditions, Dis- 
tribute the burden of debt over a 
larger population. Get in more im 
migrants, Sir, was the suggestion, 
put forward not in the hope that it 
would be accepted by the govern- 
ment, Sir, but it would reach the 
people represented by the oppositien 
in this House. And the leader would 
point out, Sir, that while the gov- 
ernment had the votes of only 41 per 
cent of the peopie, it had 70 per cent 
of the representation in the legisla- 
ture. A minority government, Sir, 
and the peerless leader did not wish 
to be at all disrespectful, Mr, Speak- 
er, or even annoying, Sir, in any 
way, but he must bring home to 
this government that while the op- 
position is fewer in number, Mr. 
Speaker, it speaks for more people 
than the government with its big 
ma jority 

The premier laughs, Sir, but 
whether at the increased public 
debt of some $5,000,000 a year or at 
the leader's suggested remedies, he 
did not know. The premier sugrest- 
od it might be neither, and the Con- 
servative leader was intrigued. He 
was gratified to know, Mr. Speaker, 
that in the face of such an appal- 
ling financial condition, the Honor- 
able the Premier has secret thoughts 
the reflection upon which gives him 
so much pleasure, for assuredly, 
Sir, the budget speech couldn't give 
any sane man a chuckle, let alone 
a laugh, Mr. Speaker. The Honor- 
able premier may be content with 
this financial condition, judging 
from the way he sits so merrily in 
this House, but the peerless leader 
would warn this government that 
thousands of thinking men and 
women all over the province were 
viewing it with alarm, Sir, and were 
getting tired of pious utterances, and 
long platitudinous speeches instead 
of government action, and the time 
is coming, Mr. Speaker, when 
thoughtful people will put the pos- 
ition of the province before party, 
and when an awakened public con- 
science will spell the political doom 
of the government of the day, Sir, 


And Russell Love, of Wainwright, 
a mild appearing back bencher for 
the government, looked at the clock, 
noted it was 5.50, and informed a 
waiting House that he would deal 
with the Conservative leader's o7it- 
icisms by 6 o'clock.
